He has been unable to reach a set- 
tlement with the Houston Organiza- 
tion of Properties Inc., which recent- 
ly purchased and fenced off land 
where two holes of the golf course 


had already been constructed. That | 


is the subject of a lawsuit. 


Sanders said the resort has enough 
land to make the two new holes, but 
the holes will be renumbered, course 
yardage reduced to 6,900 yards and 
par reduced from 72 to 71, said 
Bruce Summerhays, golf director. 

The course will feature a 6,200 
square-foot clubhouse, pro shop, 
grill room and private club, which is 
under construction and will be com- 
pleted in January. The Homestead 
also has completed an above-ground 
tennis complex and a parking lot for 
220 vehicles.

HOT POT HILL 


Just left of the main building 
stands a tall “hot pot” hill. This 
will continue to be used as an 
observation tower, but the large 
hot mineral pool deep inside will 
be transformed into a moderp 
sauna, connected to a cold wat- 
er pool by an underground en- 
trance. The hill will also be used 
as a 175 foot summer ski slope, 
using plastic snow. 

Sidewalk cafes will provide 
additional serving areas as well 
as a place for dancing. 

Fifteen “prestige” home sites 
immediately adjacent to the golf 
course are being offered for sale 
at $10,000 each. 

Previously open to guests only 
during summer months, the 
Homestead is now planned to be 
a year around fun spot with 
winter months offering excellent 
skiing, ice skating, tobogganing, 
dog sledding and old-fashioned 
sleigh rides. 

J. R. Berry, Springville, presi- 


dent and principal shareholder 
of Zions Investment Co., pur- 
chased the property (54 acres) 
last December from the Homes- 
tead Corp., owned by the Whi- 
taker family, Purchase price 
was $313,000. Included was the 
main hotel which houses the 
dining room, five other buildings 
containing sleeping rooms 
(“Virginia House,” “The Milk 
House,” “The Farm House,” 
etc.), two swimming pools, one 
filled from a hot mineral spring, 
the other a fresh water pool. 
The colonial design of the build- 
ings will be changed to a modi- 
fied Swiss motif. 

The main building has been 
redecorated with Zions Invest- 
ment offices taking over most of 
the second floor. Other “spruc- 
ing up” efforts completed in- 
clude exterior painting of build- 
ings, professional landscaping 
and new outdoor lighting,

As a result, 
Sanders said $7.2 million was in- 
vested to develop the greens. 

However, Condie never signed the 
final document, filed bankruptcy, 
and the loan on the property was 
foreclosed by the Davis County 
Bank. Sanders said the bank then 
sold the property to the Houston 
Organization of Properties, Inc., 
Houston, Texas, for $134,185, al- 
though it had been appraised at 
$40,500. He said the Houston firm 
purchased the property on Sept. 1, 
but was not incorporated until Sept. 
21. 

He said he had tried to negotiate 
for the land, but that-he was told 
the price would be determined lat- 
er, and said he expected it to be 
“outrageous.” Then he asked the 
city to use its power of eminent 
domain to condemn the property, 
and resell it to The Homestead for 
a price that would include all costs 
incurred by the city. f 

“This city is served by that golf 
course in a way that it can't be 
served by any other public facility, 
in the sense that it generates a 
direct tax base,” he said. 

He further pointed out that new 


zoning was created for the course, 
which required city planning and 
development approval. He listed 
improvements installed by The 
Homestead, including a $118,140 
sewer ine and a water line, for 
about $70,000, most of which was to 
bring the line up to culinary stan- 
dards, even though the resort 
wouldn’t use either. He said the 
resort’s improvements will benefit 
the city, particularly development 
and growth along the installed 
lines. 

Some of the property owners who 
agreed to easements for the course, 
report that the utility lines were 


installed in order to raise their 


property values and allow for de- 
velopment around the golf course 
as part of The Homestead’s conces- 
sions for the easements. 

Sanders further reported that, 
with the golf course, during the 
first year of operation of the course 
sales will amount to about $1.13 
million and produce $234,500 in 
sales taxes, increasing to $315,000 in 
sales taxes the third year, he said. . 

“There’s no question that the city 
has a vested interest in The Home- 
stead golf course,” he said. 


Councilwoman Dorothy Van Wag- 
oner reported that the amount of 
money from: The Homestead, that 
went directly to the city was $3,502 
in property taxes $1,200 in room 
taxes to the Midway Boosters for 
promotion, during the past year, 
and that the last quarter’s sales tax 


‚was $4129. . 


In an open letter to the Midway 


City Council, dated Oct. 5, and. 


circulated as a petition by employ- 
ees of The Homestead, Sanders 
suggests Condie is connected with 
the Houston Organization of Proper- 
ties, Inc. and "appears to be at- 
tempting to obstruct the course 
development by possibly perpetrat- 
ing a sham transaction through 
(that firm) for his own financial 
gain." 

A man introduced himself as Mr. 
Marshall, the attorney representing 
Condie in a case between Condie 
and The Homestead which is now 
being tried, but said he did not 
represent Condie in the bankruptcy, 
and that he does not represent the 
present owner of the property. He 
said Sanders knew about the Davis 
County Bank's lien on the property 
from the beginning and that Condie 


thinks he's the one who got “‘snook- 
ered" by Sanders. He said Condie 


had never signed a final agreement‘ 


giving The Homestead an easement 
because “The Homestead failed to 
keep their agreement.” 

He said there already was a 
second lawsuit pending on the prop- 
erty and warned the council that 
what Sanders was asking was for 
city to “carry the ball for him" in 
yet a third. 

He objected to Sander's public 
accuations against Condie, explain- 
ing that Condie was out of town and 
that there had been no attempt to 
notify him that the issue had been 
put on the councils agenda until 
that morning. He said he knew of 
no legal basis for presuming Condie

The two golf holes being rebuilt 
have been the subject of a legal 
controversy since early September. 
On Sept. 7 of this year, the recently- 
organized Houston company acquired 
from Davis County Bank a 5.49 acre 
parcel of land on which the golf 
course had been constructed earlier 
this year.

to complete the rough grading of the 
two new holes by Dec. 15. Final 
grading and sodding will be accom- 
| plished in the spring, according to 
Summerhays. 

A 6,200-square foot clubhouse, in- 
cluding pro shop, grill room and 
private club, is currently under con- 
struction and expected to be com- 
pleted in mid-January.
